APRIL 16, 1987 — After 22 years of distinguished service Or. Ed Enos is retiring 
as Director of Fitness, Recreation & Athletics to return to teaching in the Department 
of Exercise Science, which he founded and where he holds the rank of Associate 
Professor and is a tenured member of faculty. In making the announcement, DOr. Enos - 
Stated: "I am retiring as Athletic Director with many fond memories. I achieved 
everything I could have achieved as an Athletic Director and now look forward to 
returning to the academic community and the challenge it affords me to contribute to 


the advancement of exercise science and sports administration". 


Dr. Ed Enos was appointed Director of Physical Education & Athletics at Loyola 
College in the spring of 1965. He immediately launched a progressive academic-athletic 
program. When Loyola and Sir George Williams University merged, he was asked to 
continue serving the new University in a similar Capacity. Under his dynamic leadership, 
the Physical Education & Athletics program at Concordia made tremendous strides. 
Teams, under his Supervision, won 80 league and six national championships. Or. Enos 
has been acclaimed for his innovative contributions to sports and exercise science. He is 
credited with the initiation of a comprehensive intramural and intercollegiate program, 
an academic department (Exercise Science) with offerings at both the undergraduate and 
graduate levels, and the establishment of an international Institute of Comparative 


Physical Education. 


Commenting upon Dr. Enos! decision, the Rector of Concordia University, Dr. 
Patrick Kenniff said: "Or. Enos! retirement marks the end of an era that spans a 
momentous period in the history of Loyola College and Concordia University. His 
contribution will not be forgotten. We are happy that he will pursue his association with 


Concordia, as a full-time member of faculty."
